Dogmatical Doctrine of the Orthodox Catholic Church 


The present work reprinted from “Russian Orthodox American Messenger’, (June 1906), is a 


very conscientious and detailled theaty on the dogmatic side of the Eastern Orthodox Church. The 


author, Rev. Vladimir Gathe, though German in name, was a devoted and learned priest of the 


Russian Church. The original of the present translation appeared first in French some eighty years 
ago. It was translated into Russian and published in Russia in 1868, The Holy Eastern Church 


suffering no innovations and no additions in its dogmatical teachings, the present work lost 


nothing through the flight of years either in points of interest or in point of accuracy. Being a 


translation of a translation, it is possible, that some little inaccuracy may have crept into it, in as 


far as the exact rendering of the Reverend Gethe’s intimate meaning is concerned. As to the 
mutual relations of the Orthodox Catholic, the Roman Catholic, the Anglican and the Protestant 
Churches which Reverend Gaethe so fully discusses, they can hardly be said to have changed to any 
perceptible degree in the last half of a century. And as to the teachings of the Eastern Orthodox 


Catholic Church they are now what they were many centuries ago, in the days of the Apostles and 


iheir immediate successors, having been always zealously watched and reverently preserved. 


The fundamental dogmas of the Orthodox Church 
are briefly stated in the Niceno-Constantinopolitan 
Creed, that is in the confession of faith proclaimed 
by the two first Ecumenical Councils held in Nicea 
and in Constantinople 


THE TRINITY 


I believe in one God the Father... 
and in Jesus Christ . Son of God, 
who is consubstantial (with the Fa 
ther) and in the Holy Ghost . who 
pro eedeth from the Father . 


The initial parts of the Creed are related: the first 





to the Father; the second to the Son; the third to the 
Holy Spirit. 

Consequently the Creed is founded on the dogma 
of the Trinity. 

In God there are three Persons. 

The Father, the Almighty Cause, from whom orig 
inate: the Son through birth and the Holy Spirit 
through procession, and who gave being to all 
creatures, the visible and the invisible: 

The Son, begotten of the Father before all ages, 
through whom the power of God become manifest in 
the creation of everything that has a Imiited being: 

The Holy Spirit, who proceeds of the Father, and 
who therefore is of Divine Substance and must. be 


worshipped and glorified equally with the Father and 
the Son 
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The theree Persons being of the one Divine Sub- 
stance, are the one God and are ceeternal, but they are 
distinguished by personal characteristics. 

The personal characteristic of the Father consists 
in this that He is the Cause; the personal charac- 
teristic of the Son is that He is begotten of the Father; 
the personal characteristic of the Holy Spirit is that 
He proceeds from the Father: 

Consequently, in the Father there can be dis- 
tinguished two actions, He being the principle of the 
inner activity: the one is called birth and relates to the 
Son, the other is called procession and relates to the 
Holy Spirit. 

In these two actions, which in themselves are past 
understanding, consists the cause of the origin of the 
Son and the Holy Spirit before all time. 

It is not permissible either to see any difference in 
the quality of the Substance in the Holy Trinity, or 
to confound the characteristics of the Persons; if we 
ascribe different qualities of Substance to the three 
Persons, we fall into polytheism and break the dogma 
of the one God; if we ascribe the personal characteristic 
of one Person to another, we destroy the difference 
between the Persons and break the dogma of the 
Trinity; and in conclusion, if we take a personal 
characteristic for the characteristic of the Substance, 
we ascribe to the three Persons, as being of one Sub- 


stance, which makes up a separate characteristic of 
one Person. 

The Father, besides acting in the twofold inner 
way, also acts outwardly: the object of the latter 
activity is the world, both the invisible and the visible. 
The invisible world consists of limited spiritual beings, 
the visible of limited material beings. 

The outer activity of the Father becomes manifest 
through the Son, and the Holy Spirit acts by His 
irfluence on both worlds because of being sent by the 
Father and the Son. The influence of the Holy Spirit is 
chiefly manifest: before the incarnation of the Son in 
the inspiring of people chosen by God for the announ- 
cement of His decrees to other people, and after the 
incarnation in the gracegiving help to human souls 
and in the guidance of the Church for the keeping of 
the Divine pledge intrusted to it. 

It would be a great error to give the same meaning 
to the sending of the Holy Spirit by the Father and 
the Son and to the procession before all time, an action 
through which the Holy Spirit is originated. The Fa- 
ther alone, the one cause in the Holy Trinity, can be 
the cause of such a descent. Ascribing to the Son, 
either directly or indirectly, the action of the procession 
before all time would be ascribing to the Son a personal 
characteristic of the Father, consequently it would be 
breaking the dogma of the Trinity of Persons. 


The Differences between the Christian Churches concerning 
the dogma of the Trinity 


All the Christian Churches accept this dogma. In 
other words they all believe: 1, that God is one; and 
2, that there are three persone in God, who are dif- 
ferent from each other, but are the one God. 

The Roman church, however, has partly broken the 
dogma of the Trinity, by having introduced, in the 
article of the Creed “and in the Holy Spirit, . . who 
proceedeth from the Father;” the words “and from the 
Son, in Latin “Filioque,” after the words “from the 
Father.” 

This addition appeared first in Spain, during the 
Seventh Century. In the Eighth Century it penetrated 
into France, where, however, it was eagerly opposed. 

At the beginnig of the Ninth Century Charlemagne 
asked Pope Leo III to confirm this addition, but the 
Pope refused to do So. Nevertheless, a considerable 
number of Churches accepted it influenced by Charle- 
magne, who reigned over the greater part of Central 
Europe. The Eastern Church arose against this inno 
vation, but its voice was not listened to. During the 
Eleventh Century, the addition was accepted by the 
Roman Church, at the request of Emperor Henry I. 
Since then it has come to be accepted by all the western 
Churches. 

In the Sixteenth century, both the Anglican and the 
Protestant Churches overlooked this addition, and the 
former kept both the Creed and the addition, after ite 
separation from the Roman Church. 

The Anglican Church as well as the Roman tried to 
prove the justice of this addition; and to this end there 
were two means, namely: either the Son was given 
the importance of a secondary cause in the Holy 


Trinity; or else separate passages from the writtings 
of the Fathers of the Church were quoted, which 
seemingly confirmed the perfect accord between this 
addition and the teachings of the tradition. 

The Eastern Church had no difficulty in proving, 
that no part of the Holy Trinity can be of secondary 
importance, and that the characteristic of being the 
cause is the personal characteristic of the Father exclu- 
sively and could not be ascribed to the Son without 
the personal qualities of the Father also being ascribed 
to Him to some degree, and, therefore, without the 
dogma of the Trinity being broken. The Eastern Church 
also had no difficulty in proving, that the patristic 
sayings quoted in confirmation of the addition are 
either an entire invention, or distorted and incoplete; 
and that the quotations which are exact with the 
authentic sayings of the Fathers of the Church refer 
to the sending of the Holy Spirit, and not by any 
means to His procession before all time. 

Consequently the addition to the Creed, accepted 
by the west, is not only an unlawful and irregular 
action of a local Church, but it also contains an evident 
error, contradictory to the ecumenical belief. 

Instead of thying to find an interpretation to the 
words “and from the Son” (Filioque), which would 
not interfere with the dogma of the Trinity, it would 
be better sincerely to acknowledge that the interpreting 
is not orthodox and to leave out of the Creed the 
dangerous words, which disagree with the word of 
God and the true tradition of the Church.

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THE SIGNIFICANCE OF APOSTOLIC SUCCESSION 
IN THE NON-ORTHODOX FAITHS 


By PATRIARCH SERGIUS 


The following very important article 
by the late Patriarch Sergius first ap- 
peared in the 4KypHan Mockosckoi 
IMatpuapxun, No. 23-24, 1935 (pp.

Such distorted phenomena certainly are extremes, 
and are, undoubtedly, also condemned by serious-mind- 
ed people of the West. Nevertheless, the grounds giv- 
ing birth to them remain and lie at the base of quite 
sincere aspirations equipped with all kinds of scientific 
apparatus, leading to universal unity (for example the 
aspirations of Anglicans, Old Catholics, and others). 
Exaggerating the importance of apostolic succession, 
these seekers of unity assume that a non-Orthodox 
body, although separated from the Church, if it kept 
the apostolic succession in priesthood, continues to be 
a local Church in the body of the Church, as a part of 
Her. True the mistakes allowed in the dogmas or the 
break in the main canonical tenets and so on, have de- 
prived this local Church of Eucharistic communion 
with the Orthodox local Churches. But they believe, 
even though not in communion with the Church, so 
long as it has not departed definitely from the Chris- 
tian faith, continues to live a Church life, performs 
the sacraments and saves the people. Eucharistic com- 
munion with the Orthodox is extremely desirable for 
such a local Church and is practically useful with a 
few for mutual support in ecclesiastical work. In addi- 
tion to all of this, this is for it only a moral obligation 
(according to the will of Christ “That they all may be 
one’’); better to say—an attractive, distant ideal, than 
a practical necessity of life; having lost communion, 
the non-Orthodox body, even without it, does not cease 
to be a local Church, a part of the Universal Church. 

To re-establish itself in communion, the non-Ortho- 
dox ‘Church’ must only recognize its dogmatic and 
canonical errors and correct them; this the Church may 
do by its own strength; and then, by the very fact of 
this amendment it becomes a rightful member of the 
union of Orthodox local Churches, united in common 
communion in the Eucharist and in prayers. No recep- 
tion by, or reunion with any of the existing Orthodox 
Churches is necessary for such a restoration of Com- 
munion. Besides, knowing by their own experience only 
the union with Rome accompanied as it was by absorp- 
tion of all local character and independence, the West- 
erners are afraid that in the invitation to join the Eas- 
ern Orthodox Church they will find the same attempt to 
convert them to the East with a loss of their character. 
Of course, this fear, to a great extent, cools already luke- 


warm thoughts about a union of the Churches. As a 
matter of fact, if Communion in the Eucharist with the 
Orthodox Church is only a very desirable embellish- 
ment of church life, but not life itself, is it reasonable 
to risk very valuable realities for an abstract idea, per- 
haps fascinating and edifying, but of little practical 
use? Hence—in the negotiations (for unity) there are 
many sweet words, much erudition, but also a great 
deal of arguing about matters of secondary importance, 
a great deal of stubborness in defending one’s ideas, 
but there is no thirst that obliges one “to come to the 
waters of salvation’ (Isaiah, 55, 1; 12,3), there is no 
spiritual feat by which one “can do great things’ (the 
Great Canon). 


IV 


The notion of a universal Church as such a conglo- 
meration of heterogeneous parts—local Churches, some 
of which are Orthodox, and others not—has many 
attractive sides. Occasionally this notion is expressed 
by the Orthodox themselves, even by representatives 
of the Orthodox hierarchy. For instance, Metropolitan 
Platon of Kiev (Gorodetzky, died in 1891), once, 
during a trip around his diocese, visited a Roman 
Catholic Church and in his sermon publicly (that is 
to say, officially) stated that “our human partitions 
do not reach up to Heaven.” In particular such a no 
tion spreads abroad and becomes the fashion in time 
of wisespread unifications attitudes such as at the 
time of Paul I who was the Grand Master of Malta: 
or at the time of the Holy Alliance, etc. I was even 
told that the Moscow Patriarch Philaret interpreted 
the intercession, in the Great Ektenia: “For the wel 
fare of the Holy Churches of God,” as meaning all 
the Churches, i.e. Churches other than Orthodox. 
(The mistake in this interpretation is plain: the word 
“all” is here put in a masculine or neuter gender, while 
the word “ekklesia"—-Church, requires the feminine). 
Probably more of such talk can be heard now at various 
inter-Church meetings, religious congresses etc. 

But this very attractive, vast and all embracing theo- 
ry cannot be called ecclesiastical. The Church of Christ 
has always understood her unity as lying in the single 
Eucharist: “All take the Holy Communion from One 
Bread and from Once Chalice.” The hierarchy may 
be there, it may unquestionably convey its succession 
from the Apostles; but, if separated from Communion 
in the Eucharist with the Church, the hierarchy loses 
the authority to bind and to loose, which remains in 
the Church, and even more (loses the authority) to 
perform a true Eucharist. Therefore, living members 
of the Universal Church of Christ can only be the 
local Churches which have not lost participation in 
this single universal Eucharist. The circle of such par 
ticipation can, at times, be restricted to the very mini 
mum but this does not change the situation and does 
not give to the separated majority the right to call it 
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self a Church. The most one can allow is this: non- 
Orthodoxy is the half-darkened porch, or the court- 
yard before the Church, where the lapsed, excom- 
municated from Communion in the prayers or the 
Eucharist, stood, although they were not yet entirely 
alien to the Church. The path to restoration of lost 
communion and through it also to eternal salvation is 
the same for the fallen away bodies as for any fallen 
away person. Not only must one recognize his sins 
before the Church, but also one must receive permis- 
sion from the Church, which alone has the power to 
bind and to loose, to participate in Her Eucharist, 
which is indeed done in sacramental reception. This 
permission alone opens up to the excommunicated the 
approach into the body of rightful members of the 
Church. 


That such is the real teaching of the Church about 
Herself and that it is also the teaching of the ancient 
“undivided” Church, so beloved by Old Catholics and 
others similar to them, is demonstrated not only in 
writings of that time, but by living witnesses,—surviv- 
ing bodies of Nestorians, Monophisites-Armenians and 
Copts, Maronites, etc. All these bodies left the “un- 
divided” Church, and when they were leaving Her, 
each one of them believed (and still continues to be- 
lieve) that their body is the only Church of Christ 
(Orthodox), all others (in this we—the Orthodox 
are numbered) are in schism or in heresy. They have 
not thought of themselves as only a part of the Church 
alongside of other independent parts, although the 
best of all these parts. For them the Church was and 
is not a sum of parts, different in quality and separat 
ed by life, but a single monolithic society, bound to 
gether by a single Eucharist. Outside this society are 
only ecclesiastical fragments having no independent 
importance. It was the “undivided” Church which 
taught these bodies to believe in this manner. 


As regards the above described attempts to acquire 
the Grace of priesthood in some manner alongside the 
Church, ic. outside of it, or, although from it, but 
without its consent—all these attempts carry condem 
nation in themselves. Such attempts cannot be accepted 
by the Church and they are aimless for those who try 
them; they do not bring the Grace of the priesthood 
to them. 

First of all, these attempts presuppose a rude and 
superstitious notion of the sacrament of the priest 
hood itself, considering it as a sort of magic talisman 
which is powerful enough to create miracles but at 
the same time is powerless, like any inanimate thing 
One can steal it furtively from the magician and use 
the talisman later at one’s discretion. And such spiritu- 
al blindness almost means inner disbelief, “a stony 
lack of sensibility” to a spiritually grace-filled life, in a 
word, a state of the soul which hinders the reception 
of the Grace they are seeking. Let us remember that 
Simon the Sorcerer did not receive the Grace of Epis 
copacy, simply because he had a sacrilegeous “thought” 
about God's gift and because it was disclosed that 
“his heart was not right before God™ (Acts 8, 18-23). 
Of course, in the Church itself there are priests with 
such a state of mind. But, while the priest is within 
the Church and acts in Her name, his defects are cov 





ered by the plenitude of the Church. If he leaves Her, 
what will he bring to his new congregation? 

Secondly, the attempts shown above are in fact ac 
companied by violations of Canons leading in them- 
selves to perversions that is, frequently by briberies, 
especially when enticing priests and bishops, as was 
the case with Ambrosius Belokrinitzky (and for this, 
not only the ones who were ordained by bribery, but 
also the ones who ordained are deprived of Grace, and 
even their helperslaymen and monks—are declared 
anathema, Ecumenical Council IV, 2), and are nearly 
always accompanied by fraud in one aspect or another, 
which is equivalent to bribery and equally deprives of 
Grace (Ecumenical Council VII, 8). 

A classic example of an attempt to outwit one an 
other in carrying the Grace of the priesthood from the 
Orthodox Church to a schismatic body is the “cere 
mony’ arranged in September, 1925, at Askhabad, by 
the Bishop Andrew Oukhtomsky and the Archiman 
drite Clement, who had fled from the Church. At the 
request of the Old Believers, Clement came to Bishop 
Andrew and invited him to join them. Bishop Andrew 
knew very well that the Old Believers would accept 
him only by the second type of reception, i.e. repudiat 
ing the Nikon reforms, and through chrismation, but 
nevertheless he accepted. But when he repudiated the 
Nikon reforms, he used a sophism: the reforms of Ni 
kon had served as an impulse for the Church reforms 
of Peter the Great; and on the basis of these reforms 
a new movement arose in Church life giving birth to 
the Renovates. Consequently, to repudiate the Re 
novated Church is to repudiate the Nikon reforms 
He anointed himself with Chrism, but he tried to think 
that he was not performing the Sacrament of Chrisma 
tion, but simply anointing, as a sign of spiritual joy 
at what happened on that occasion. Clement, who 
expected to receive a bishop's consecration from Bishop 
Andrew, hastened to close his eyes to these small in 
accuracies. Bishop Andrew became a bishop of the 
Old Believers and Clement received the consecration 
Nevertheless this qui pro quo did not satisfy the Old 
Believers, they neither recognized Andrew as one of 
their own faith, nor Clement as a bishop. 

Often, the Old Believers resort to practically the 
same artifices. For instance, they try to make the one 
who leaves the Church have time, so to speak, to 
cross over the church fence—to go through the cere 
mony of reception into the Old Believers—before the 
Church court puts him under an interdict or deprives 
him of his orders. But they forget that besides the 
external trial by men, there is God's trial which can 
never and nowhere be escaped: “Though they dig 
into Sheol, thence shall my hand take them” (Amos 
9:2). But even the external court of the Church can 
catch the one who has fled, at whatever place he flees 
to: according to the Canons, a cleric who flees re 
mains a cleric of his former diocese and is, as before, 
under the jurisdiction of his bishop; the same for a 
bishop who flees—he is under the jurisdiction of his 
superior. Joining a sthismatic body will not be a re 
fuge from judgment, but only one more reason for 
depriving the one who flees of his orders, or, at least, 
to put him under an interdict and recognize invalid 
all that may be done by him after leaving the Church 
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The obtaining of the priesthood through asking it 
from a non-Orthodox body is still more dubious and 
hopeless in the sense of obtaining that which is sought. 
For instance, a certain archimandrite, who seemed not 
too bad, lost patience awaiting Orthodox episcopacy 
and decided to obtain it in a round about fashion: he 
turned to the Renovates, received there the consecra- 
tion, and soon came to me, repenting and asking me 
to take him into the Church. Or better still, the ex- 
ample of a young energetic monk (a priest), who re 
ceived many rewards trom his Bishop for fighting 
against. the Renovated Church and the Gregorian 
schism, turned out to be a Gregorian bishop himself 
and now writes requesting admittance into the Church, 
promising to bring with him all his diocese. The argu- 
ments of both of them are understandable: “It is true 
that to join schism is a sin; the Church Court will 
punish me by penance; but I will confess my sin; I 
will stand the penance; but at the end I will remain a 


bishop.” Of course, these two persons cannot be ac 
epted in their present orders, even if we were to re 
ognize the consecration of the Gregorians and (after 


Apnil 2, 1924) of the Renovates. Great lenience to 
both petitioners would be: to leave one as archiman 
drite, and the other as priest and not deprive them of 
the priesthood for their sacriegeous strategem 

The journeys of much-learned German professors 
to the Monophisites for obtaining consecration are of 
the same character. The ordained is deliberately de- 
ceiving: he reads the Monophisite credo, he promises 
to be faithful to the Monophisite hierarchy, but within 
himself he knows that he cannot and that he will not 
he a Monophisite, that he will immediately break off 
relations with the Monophisite hierarchy, because he 
needs the episcopacy for himself and his society. If the 
ordainers are not deceived by the real intentions of 
the ordained, then they participate in the fraud on 
their own Monophisite body. Involuntarily a suspicion 
creeps into one’s mind that in such cases the vigilance 
of the spiritual watchers of the Monophisites is lulled 
by almost non-spiritual means. If, on the contrary, the 
ordainers are unselfishly carried away by a peculiar 
harity and not mercenary motivation—to provide 
bishops for a vagrant society, withdrawn from Luther 
ans or Roman Catholics, and which had, not yet joined 
the Church; then the Church has the right to consider 
such a consecration as an action directed against the 
Orthodox mission, and can apply to such an extra-ter- 
ritorial consecration all the strictness of the Canons 
(Apostolic Canons 14, Ecumenical Council I, 16; Sard 
15 and others) 

Concerning the above-mentioned Gregory Guzik 
and his associate Spiridion, neither one nor the other 
an be recognized as a bishop, even if they were not 
married. Guzik received his consecration from the 

icans, whose priesthood is not recognized by 

the Church. The recognition of this consecration 
by Kassangian, who separated from Rome, an Armen- 
ian Uniate, is not obligatory on anyone. One can only 
he amazed by Spiridion that he, a theologically learned 
man, a epted consecration from a vayrant bishop of 
unknown consecration, and afterwards declared him- 
elf an Orthodox bishor 

Therefore, those who deny any meaning to the 





apostolic succession of the non-Othodox, as the im 
moderately zealous defenders of Orthodox dogma do, 
are wrong, and those who represent this succession as 
something valuable in itself which can be obtained 
even outside the Orthodox Catholic Church are still 
more mistaken. A tremendous advantage for the non- 
Orthodox bodies which have preserved the apostolic 
succession among themselves lies in the fact that the 
Church still considers them as “part of the Church” 
(ck tes ekklesias), “not yet alien to the Church.” The 
Church still maintains “certain types of intercourse 
with them,” as She has with the lapsed and those who 
are under penance. Nevertheless, if this incomplete 
and unreliable intercourse is not crowned by a com 
plete union with the Church in the one Eucharist, all 
the advantages of such non-Orthodox bodies will be 
lost without benefit (Romans 9:4-5; 10:4). 
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APPEAL FOR PEACE 


of His Holiness, Alexis, Patriarch of Moscow and All Russia 


The following statement over the signature of 
Alexius, the Patriarch of Moscow and All Russia, ap- 
peared in “Izvestia’’ March 36, 1949: 

The Russian Orthodox Church has welcomed with 
satisfaction the proposal of the International Liaison 
Committee of Intellectuals in Defense of Peace to 
convene a world congress of supporters of peace, and 
it gives its ardent support and blessing to this appeal. 

Our people lived through the grim tempest of war 
which brought them so much misfortune, suffering, 
and boundless sorrow. The wounds caused by war 
have not yet healed in the hearts of innumerable 
wives, mothers, fathers and brothers. The blood of 
Soviet youth has drenched, for the sake of liberation 
from enemy bondage, not only its own land but other 
lands throughout the world, and our people recall war 
with aversion; the very word war and all that is as 
sociated with its concept is hateful to them. 

The Orthodox Church of Christ, which preaches 
peace and mutual love, observes with sorrow the grim 
outlines of an impending new storm, of a new war 
a war crueler even than the last whose wounds are 
still bleeding—looming on the political horizon; the 
preaching and preparation of a new war has begun in 
some countries; and the Church urges all those who 
treasure peace to support the aspiration to unity for 
the sake of the common defense of peace 

To us, the appeal issued for unity is especially dear, 
for it harmonizes with the message addressed to Chris 
tians the world over by the conferences of the heads 
and representatives of the Orthodox Autocephaious 
Churches convened by us in Moscow last year in which 


we fervently appealed “to Christians the world over, 
to all men yearning for truth and peace, to harken to 
our voice calling for brotherly love, humanity, justice 
and truth.” 

Blessing this constantly growing will of the peoples 
for peace and the protest rising everywhere against 
war, we affirm at the same time that the Church 
gives, and will give, its blessings to the defense of the 
Motherland, for it regards this defense as a sacred 
duty, as the highest expression of love for the Mothe- 
land, as a feat whose sublimity is held up to us in the 
word of God, for “Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his friends.” 

In the name of the Russian Orthodox Church I ad 
dress this appeal to all fraternal Autocephalous Ortho- 
dox Churches to raise their voices against all encroach 
ments and deeds designed to violate peace; against 
impending manifestations of human hatred; and cai! 
upon all champions of peace to merge their voices in 
the noble appeal for the defense of peace that has re 
sounded throughout the whole world. 

May the Lord bless the unification of all supporters 
of peace on earth! 

May the whole world shine with the light of the 


Christian truths of peace and brotherly love!

Who in our midst has forgotten all this? 


And today, when the charred ruins are still visible 
in the cities of Russia and Western Europe; when 
the widows have not yet discarded the mourning worn 
for their dead husbands, when mothers are still mourn- 
ing their lost sons and secretly hoping for their mi- 
raculous return, the gravediggers are already fanning 
their smoky, sinister torches. 


Who of us does not shudder at the lust possessing 
the new pretenders to world domination, the lust for 
reeembarking upon a still more frightful campaign 
against the peace-loving democratic peoples, a cam- 
paign whose finale will be new, hard suffering for 
mankind?

EVIEW 


Saint Photius Vindicated 


For several years now the name of a Roman Catho- 
lic priest and scholar has been making the rounds of 
Orthodox circles here in America. Somehow we con- 
nected the name Dvornik with the name of Photius 
and with the publication in English of the proceedings 
of the annual Blackfriars meeting of Orthodox Catho- 
lic. Roman Catholic and Protestant theologians held 
in connection with the Church Unity Octave observ- 
ance in the year 1942, we were able to ascertain in 
some measure what were the results of Dr. Dvornik’s 
scholarly endeavors. Now with the publication in En- 


glish of The Photian Schism* we are privileged to 
study his complete findings concerning “the Photian 
Legend.” 

As it is well known poor Photius has been castig- 
ated as “the first great schismatic’... “Father of 
Schism between the East and the West”... “usurper 
of the Patriarchal See”... “falsifier”... etc. by 
Roman Catholic propagandists both on the scholarly

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and popular levels and Orthodox Catholics have been 
authoritatively and triumphantly told that they are 
mere products of the “Photian Schism” and though 
the Orthodox faithful have been quite sure that none 
of this is at all true, having been taught that Photius 
is one of the greatest Fathers and Doctors of the 
Church and a staunch defender of Orthodoxy against 
papal encroachment and indeed a duly canonized 
saint of Holy Church, yet Orthodox Catholics (both 
scholars and laymen—with the possible exception of 
an obscure Syrian hieromonk Gerazin Yared, of the 
nineteenth century) have not been able to present 
sufficient counter-evidence to effectively combat the 
seemingly overwhelming case given by Western his- 
torians. 


Dr. Francis Dvornik, a distinguished Czech Roman 
Catholic priest and scholar, despite his ecclesiastical 
allegiance, having spent years of research on the whole 
problem of Byzantine history in the ninth century, 
has reached the same conclusions about Photius that 
the Orthodox Church has been committed to for a 
thousand years. Not only does he reach these very 
Orthodox conclusions but he presents such an array 
of evidence to support his contentions that it would 
appear that almost the last word about the subject 
has been said! 

Nor are Dr. Dvornik’s conclusions only concerned 
with the personal character and ecclesiastical actions 
of Saint Photius. Far from it. The book begins with 
an examination of the period prior to Photius’ ap- 
pointment to the Patriarchal Throne of Constantin- 
ople and practically carries us up to the twentieth 
century in studying the various histories concocted by 
Western historians and theologians not only about 
the holy Patriarch himself but about the alleged Second 
Photian Schism (which Dvornik proves to be quite 
mythical) and about the Ecumenicity of the Ignatian 
or 8th Council (which the Orthodox Church has never 
recognized as Ecumenical and which Dvornik admits 
“was not admitted among the oecumenical councils 
by the Roman Church from 880 till the beginning of

the twelfth century, and until that time the two 
Churches were in perfect agreement on this import- 
ant point’). 

It would be beyond the scope of this review to go 
into any detail about Dr. Dvornik’s conclusions but 
it must be said that certainly one of his conclusions 
needs careful study and refutation on the part of 
Orthodox scholars. That has to do with the right of 
the Roman See to interfere in the affairs of a dif- 
ferent Patriarchate. According to Dvornik, both 
St. Photius and his enemy Ignatius recognized the 
ius appealationis—the right of appeal—to the Roman 
See (as the highest court of appeal) although both 
Photius and Ignatius were strong defenders of the 
independence of the Constantinopolitan Church in 
disciplinary matters. This is a very important point 
and we eagerly await further investigation in this 
matter. 

We can say, therefore, that though the Orthodox 
Catholic cannot accept everything contained in this 
book as de fide, yet insofar as it conforms with the 
traditional attitude of the Orthodox Church, it con- 
firms our faith in the judgement of Mother Church 
regarding our Holly Father Photius. Our only regret 
is that this book is not written by an Orthodox Catho 
lic as it should properly have been; on the other hand, 
the fact that it is written by a Roman Catholic priest- 
scholar in good standing lends added weight to the 
conclusions arrived at (although it should be noted 
that this book does not have either an “imprimatur” 
or “nihil obstat” of the Roman Church). 

To bring this review to a close we can do no better 
than does Dvornik himself in ending his book bv 
quoting a portion of the service appointed to be read 
in every Orthodox Cathedral Church on Orthodoxy 
Sunday: 

“Eternal memory to Ignatius and Photius, the Or 
thodox and renowned Patriarchs! Whatever has been 
written or said against the holy Patriarchs Germanos, 
Tarasios, Nicephorus and Methodius, Ignatius, Photi 
us. Stephen, Anthony and Nicholas, be for ever An 
athema! Anathema! Anathema!”

Divine Liturgy in English 


In keeping with the ancient and venerable Tradition 
of the Holy Orthodox Catholic Church to present 
Church Services to the faithful in a language under- 
stood by them, St. Nicholas’ Cathedral has established 
an early Sunday morning all-English Divine Liturgy. 
This Service is intended primarily for allthose who do 
not understand the Russian and Church Slavonic 
languages. 

The tradition of holding Orthodox Catholic services 
in a comprehensible tongue dates back to the time 
when Our Lord said: 

“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations.” (Mathew 
28:19). Thus instructed by Our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Holy Apostles set out to teach people of many 
lands. As the languages of each nationality differed, 
they had to preach and pray in a language which 
would be understood by them. This principle was 
followed by all the great Orthodox Catholic mission- 
aries such as Saints Cyril and Methodius, Archbichop 
Nicholas of Japan, and Archbishop Innocent of Alasca. 
Furthermore, Orthodox Catholicism knows no one 
single liturgical language, but permits the use of any 
language which may be best understood. Saint Apostle 
Paul wrote to the Corinthians, “in the Church I had 
rather speak five words with my understanding, that 
by my voice I might teach others also, than ten thou- 
sand words in an unknown tongue.” (I Corinthians 
14:19). 

One excuse given by the youth for not attending 
Church is that they do not know what is going on. 


At the Saint Nicholas, Russian Orthodox Catholic 
Cathedral, this excuse is no longer valid for now the 
Divine Liturgy is said in the language of the youth. 
Furthermore, instruction will be given at each service 
and this will aid everyone in the proper understanding 
of the Church’s Services. This instruction will also help 
to give an insight into the symbolism of the Services 
and their inner spiritual meaning. We, the youth, will 
equip ourselves better in the knowledge of our Faith, 
in its meaning to our lives and in its benefits to our 
souls. The English Service will give us a better opportu- 
nity for self-expression and participation with more of 
our senses. We will no longer be mere onlookers, but 
we will also hear, feel, and understand the sacred 


words of our Mother, THE CHURCH. 


The Holy Patriarchal See of Moscow and its repre 
sentatives in this country feel the need of bringing the 
Holy Sacrament of the Eucharist closer to the faithful. 
They welcome this opportunity to present an English 
Service by which the youth may deepen its spiritual 
life. Two priests are in charge of the English min 
istrations. 


The English Divine Liturgy is celebrated every 
Sunday morning at 9:00 A. M. at the Chapel dedicated 
to the Nativity of the All Holy Theotokos, which is 
located in the Saint Nicholas’ Russian Orthodox Cath 
olic Cathedral, 15 East 97 Street, in New York City.
